DELAY IN THE “HOUSE-

The House spent the en day on the Naval 

Appropriation bill, and, as on yesterday, 

made extremely slow to grass This was 

mainly due to two causes. In the first place, 
there seemed to be a gen concert among 
the opponents of the Tarif® bill reported by 
the Ways and Means Commnittee to postpone 
as long as practicable actlop upon the measure 
which is to follow, it is 8 wpposed, the Naval 
bill. Another cause was whee ow reprehensible 
apathy and absenteeism of Republican Rep- 
resentatives, not more than one-half 
of whom were present at any time 
during the day. Virtually, the Democrats 
controlled the order of business, because the 

Republican leaders found themselves unable 

at any times to secure à quorum when they 

needed it for the purpose of limiting debate 
en frivolous and pro-fofma amendments. 

Several of Robeson’s pet projects were de- 

feated, including the provisions for the re- 

tirement of officers at different ages, accord- 
ing to their rank, and requiring a certain 
amount of sea service before promotion from 
one grade to another. The proposition to 
abolish the grade of Commodore was, how- 
ever, adopted by the Committee of the 

Whole. Robeson’s pet project, providing for 

promotion to the grade of Rear-Admiral 

by selection from among the Commodores 
and Captains on the active list was defeated. 

The friends of the bill are very hopeful that

DISCUSSION. 

Outside discussion ot the provisions and 
effect of the Tariff bill grows more animated 
as time wears on, he general tone of 
criticism is unfavorable to the measure, 
which, as Representatives study it more 
carefully. they nud to be utterly incompre- 
hensible to them. A good deal has been 
said about the uncertainties which pervade 
the entire bill, and as to its effects. Most of 
the examples, however, have been used to 
show that the reductions effected will not be 
22 as represented by the friends of the 
bill. 

POTTERY. 

It is admitted on all hands that the effect 
of the bill will be to increase somewhat the 
duties on earthenware, pottery, etc., and the 
Treasury expert who has been engaged in 
making caiculations to show the percentages 
and total reductions on each schedule 
figures out an increase of $1,159,388. Several 
Representatives in whose districts are ex- 
tensive manufactories poste ry and earthen- 
ware, in some of which they are person- 
ally interested, declare that this increase 
is to a large extent imaginary. 
One of them. who went over theschedule care- 
fully today, as he had already done before, fig- 
ured out a net increase on the entire senhed- 
ule of $400,000, The figures upon which he 
bases this result are the total importations 
last year of china and earthen ware of all 
grades—$7,000,000, Of this amount $4,000,- 
000 represented the importations of white 
earthenware, upon which. -accordine to the 
estimate of the Ways and Means Committee, 
the net advance is 5 per cent. 
or $2,000,000; $1,000,000 represented 
the importation of white r uvon 
welch there is no advance, and $1,000,000 
each representing decorated earthenware 
and decorated china, upon which the ad- 

vance is 5 per cent, or $200,000 nore. Nomi- 
nally, Cae increase is 15 per cent, but the bill 
proposes to abolish all duties on packages, 
on inland Charges, and the 2½ per cent com- 
mission upou which duties are also now 

paid. This will make a total net reduction 
of the duties paid upon the invoice value 
of such — amounting to at 
least 10 K 2 * a net ad- 
vance only per cent. It 
should be 3 that the increase in 
the rates only applies to plain and decorated 
cbind and earthen ware. As near as can be 
estimated,the aggregate production of earth- 
enware, pottery, etc. in the United States 
last year was $9,000,000, $5,000,000 worth 
only of it was of those mrades which en- 
countered foreign competition in the Ameri- 
can market—the remaining $4,000,000 worth 
being brown earthenware, common stone- 
ware, gas-retorts, drain-pipes, fire-brick, 
red pottery, etc., on which arti- 
cles foreign manufacturers could not 
compete with American manufacturers, 
even if there were no duty whatever 
upon them. There are over 800 potteries 
producing such ware in the United States, 
and it can be made here as cheaply as any- 
where in the world. 

* PRESSURE.” 

The enormous pressure brought to bear 
upon Congressmen in behalf of this or that 
interest increases daily.

THE EXPERT’S TABLE. 

To exemplify more fully the uncertainties 
regarding the effect of the bill the following 
table, which has been prepgred by a Treas- 
ury expert for the use of the committee and 
the House, is presented. It will be observed 
that the total net reduction of revenue is fig- 
ured out at $20,855,799, and that the total 
amount of duties paid on the im- 
portations of last year was $215,395,62s., 
In other words, the bill will effect a reduc- 
tion on the basis of last year’s importations 
by this calculation of 9.68 per cent. But it 
will also be observed that according to the 
percentage table the reduction is only 4.1 per 
cent, or, expressed in figures, about $8, 830,000 
less than one-half as much in amount.

Their Fire, Kindled Under the Car, Re- 
fuses to Burn, and They Ride Off 
in Disgust—Pursnit. 


Oapxx, Utah. Jan. 23.—[Special.]—The at- 
tempt to rob the Central Pacific train at Mon- 
tello, Nev., at 1 o’clock yesterday morning 
was one of the boldest ventures ever made, 
aud was nota failure because the plans of 
the robbers miscarried. On the contrary, 
their arrangements for carrying out their 
bold scheme were complete. The great mis- 
take which they made was in tacklinga 
train which carried one of the bravest men 
ig the world. With a Jess brave and deter- 
mined man ‘to deal with the attempt would 
have proved successful, for the attack was 
vigorous and persistent, and continued 
almost without intermission for three 
hours, until tne baffied villians withdrew 
from the scene, leaving the heroic Ross 
wounded but victorious. To him alone is 
due the credit of having saved the express- 
car and the entire train. A Tamer corre- 
shondent called on Mr. Ross at his residence 
and was given the full details of the attack 
apd defense. He has been in the employ of 
Wells, Fargo & Co. over sixteen years, and 
this is the third unsuccessful attempt which 
has been made to rob the treasure under his 
charge. Eleven years ago, while holding his 
shotgun on the treasure-coach of the Montana 
line, he was held up dy a band of road- 
agents, but killed several and got away from 
the rest of the crowd. ‘This last attempt has 
seldom been equaled anywhere for the 
bravery and persistency of the robbers and 
the stubbornness ot the defense. , 

AN INTERVIEW WITH Ross. 

Mr. Ross stated to your representative that 
the point selected by the robbers for their 
operations was one of the loneliest places on 
the line of the desert region in Nevada, ina 
sagebrush desert, the centre of a section sixty 
miles in length, where there is no night tele- 
graph station. The San Francisco and Ogden 
express trains pass at 1:35 0’clock a.m. At 
Tecoma, ten miles east of Montello, we left 
Toano, west of Montello, on time, our train 
being in charge of Conductor Cassin. I 
checked the way-bills received at that sta- 
tion, laid down, and went to sleep. Thenext 
thing which I was aware of was a rap on the 
ear-door, as if an agent had called, and sup- 
posing the train was at Tecoma 1 got up and 
looked out, when a man pointed a gun at me 
atid said: 

Hop out, we are going through you.’ 

„ jumped back and pulled the door to and 
hookea it. They then went over to the op- 
posit side and sald: 

Open up the doors and jump out. We 
are going to rob the train.’ : 

“I replied: Just wait till I get my boots 
on.

“Again the men otitside said: ‘Open up, 
or we will burn you out and murder you.’ 

1 then got in position and shot through 
the side of the car. Nothing was done for a 
few minutes, until one of the robbers asked: 

“*** Ain’t you going to open up the door and 
come out?’ ; 

“I told them I was not coming out. An- 
other demand was made for me to ‘hop 
out.“ made no reply to that. They then 
slationed one man at each cornefef the car, 
between me and the baggage-car, and 
FIVE SHOTS WERE FIRED SIMULTANEOUSLY 
from different quarters, all ranging towards 
the centre of car. These were the shots 
that,struck me—one on a finger, one 
on the hip, and one just be- 
low the breast, near the watch-pocket. 
They then got up on the end of the car to 
wneouple the train, whereupon 1 fired two 
shots through the end of the car. At this 
time they heard No, 2, the west-bound ex- 
press-train, coming. They backed, our train 
up and went on the side-track, and sent two 
men down the road to meet No. 2. When it 
came up I heard Conductor Clement ask 
Cassin, ‘What are you doing here? I want 
to speak tagyou.’ The robbers aimed their 
guns at Clement’s head and told him to pull 
out, and he did.“

The Steamer Sultan More Seri- 
ously Damaged than at First 
Reported, 


The Conduct of the Sultan’s Captain Still 
a Subject of Severe Criticism by 
the German Press. 


Scenes and Incidents After the Fatal 
OollisionAnxions Inquiries in 
New York. 


HaAmbBune, Jan. 23.—Nomore persons have 
been landed from the Cimbria. “Sailing ves- 
sels passing westward may have picked up 
some. Four of the steamers sent out have 
not vet returned. The thirty-nine persons 
brought into Cuxhaven had been occupants 
of two boats. The other seventeen persons 
saved were brought in by the Theta. 
THE SULTAN SERIOUSLY DAMAGED. 

A most searching official inspection of the 
steamer Sultan shows the damage was tar 
more serious than first believed. According 
to the testimony of competent seafaring péo- 
ple the crew of the Sultan displayed marvel- 
lous cleverness and ranidity in stopping the 
leak, and it is scarcely conceivable how the 
vessel ever reached Hamburg. Besides a 
smashed bow and holes in both sides, her 
keel for twelve or fifteen feet was compleiely 
split. 

THE CAPTAIN’ OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

The Hamburger Nacht Richten says the 
Captain of the Sultan, in his official state- 
ment, says before the fog set in he had 
been going nine knots an hour, and during 
the fog reduced the speed to four knots, the 
lowest rate of speed consistent with keeping 
steering way on the vessel. He neither heard 
nor saw any kind of signals until suddenly, 
at a distance of a little more than two ships’ 
lengths, the Cimbria’s green Jight appeared. 
He immediately, in accordance with the 
rules, endeavored to give way. He thought 
he should be able to get clear, when some 
incorrect steering occurred aboard the Cim- 
bria, and suddenly he saw the red light of 
another steamer. It should be remarked 
here that probably the Cimbria’s red light 
was displayed by the alteration of her course. 
Almost simultaneously with the appearance 
of the red light he felt the shock. During 
the time the leak in his vessel was repairing 
he constantly gave signals by blue light and 
blowing the steam whistla When repairs 
had been effected he approached as nearly 
to the scene of the collision as he could with- 
Owing to 
the dense fog he saw nothing. He waited 
about until 8 Friday morning. As proof of 
the correctness of his statement he points 
to the lateness of the time at which he ar- 
rived at Cuxhaven. Itis considereda great 
point in the official investigation to be able 
to prove the accuracy of this statement. 

According to the statements of persons 
intimately acquainted with the Captain of 
the Sultan, both heand his first officer are 
thoroughly competent and careful sailors, 
and specially noted for the maintenance of 
strict discipline.

Two sisters among the passengers rescued 
have written relatives ina village near Ber- 
lin lamenting that they lost everything, even 
to their shoes; but, in spite of their suffer- 
ings, they add they mean to try their luck in 
the next vessel, and hope soon to be able to 
send their photographs from Omaha. 

NOTES OF THF: ACCIDENT. 

Several persons were killed by the col- 
lision itself, owing to the flying about of 
splinters and planks, 

A passenger in the shrouds begged his 
neighbors to push him into the sea, he being 
too much chilled to move himself. They re- 
fused to do so, when he let himself fall head- 

long into the waves. 

An elderly weman, holding her Bible in 
her cramped hands and singing loudly funer- 
al hymns, was washed away from the deck. 
Two girls belonging to the Suabian singing 
troupe, having secured lifebelts, swam about 
a long time frantically crying: Help! Help! 
Save us!” People in the rigging cried: 
“Come to the rigging. We cannot move.“ 
The girls, half benumbed and no longer able 
to swim, cried out for the last time, We 
can’t come!” and disappeared beneath the 
waves. 

Twenty-five thousand pounds is demanded 
as surety from the steamer Sultaa. 

The Nautical Court has taken the case in 
hand, 

A passenger was seen to cut his throat when 
the Cimbria wassinking. The German press 
continue to violently attack the Captain of 
the Sultan for deserting the Cimbria. 

One red Indian brandished his tomahawk 
before an officer of the steamer and had to 
be disarmed. 

The tumult on board was indescribabie, 
One married couple cut their own throats in 
order that they might die together. 

The ship’s surgeon encouraged those in 
the rigging to hold fast, telling them the 
Sultan would soon rescue them, but several 
became delirious and let go their hold. The 
surgeon subsequently leaped into the sea, 
saying he would “ make an end of it.” 

THE COLLISION. 

Loxpox. Jan. 23.—The Hamburg papers 
received here show that the Cimbria was 
struck forty feet from her bow. After mak- 
ing the breach, the Sultan scraped along the 
Cimbria, and completely rolled up her iron 
plates. It is evident that the blow must have 
been a trememdous one. 

THE RESCUED BOATS. 

One of the boats rescued by the Thita con- 
tained thirty persons, and the other only 
nine. The latter had been tossim about for 
nine hours, and was waterlogged. All the 
occupants could do was to keep themselves 
from being washed away by grasping the 
thwarts. 

FAITHFUL UNTO DEATE. 

The statement concerning the death of 
Capt. Hansen, who was seen on the bridge to 
the last, and of the first officer, who was seen 
swimming after the Cimbria had sunk, con- 
cludes with the words, Treu bis zum tode”’ 
(faithful unto death), 

NO TIDINGS OF THE MISSING. 

New York, Jan. 23.—A dispatch from 
Hamburg, dated this afternoon, to the agents 
of the Hamburg Steamship Company in this 
city, says: No more from the Cimbria have 
been landed here. Four of the steamers that 
went to the rescue have not yet returned. 
We hope that sailing vessels passing west- 
ward have picked up some of the people that’ 
were on the ship.”’ 

Among the steamship men it is claimed 
that the dispatch gives little hope that any 
more lives than those already enumerated 
have been saved. It is argued that if any of 
the steamers referred to had succeeded in 
rescuing any of the unfortunates they would 
have landed them at some port on the coast. 
before this. It is further asserted that if 
sailing vessels passing westward had picked 
up any survivors from the wreck the fact 
would be known by this time. 

A gentleman connected with a steamship 
company said this afternoon: “I think the 
saved have all been accounted for. It was 
freezing when the Cimbria went down, and 
the persons in the water were speedily chilled 
to death. I believe the carnival of death was 
over in five minutes.

GEORGE MULLER BEARD. 
DkAru or A GREAT PHYSICIAN. 

New Tonk. Jan. %,—[Special.]—Dr. 
George Muller Beard; the well-known physi- 
cian and specialist ih hypnotism and insan- 
ity, died at 10:30 o’clock this morning, after 
a short illness, at the Grand Hotel 
in this city. On Wednesday last Dr. 
Beard was troubled with an _ ulcerat- 
ed tooth, which he had extracted. 
Remaining ill, however, his physicians, Drs. 
Little and Leammg, at first thought he might 
be suffering with blood-poisoning from the 
amalgam that was in the tooth. On Sunday. 
however, pneumonia set ig which caused 
his death today. To the last he was cheer- 
ful and fully conscious, although. suffer- 
ing from pain. He was aware that 
death was near, and during the night, sitting 
up, said to his physicians: “It is impossible 
to record the thoughts of a dying man. I 
would like to, as it would be interesting, to re- 
cord the struggles I am going through now.” 

Almost his last words were uttered in ex- 
pressing the hope that others woeld take up 
the work he had begun.

Ile also made constant contribu- 
tions to the North American Review and 
Popular Science Monthly. 

In 1868 to 1864, during a period of eight 
months, Dr. Beard was acting Assistant 
Surgeon in the West Gulf squadron of the 
United States navy, and in 1868 e a lect- 
urer on nervous diseases in the University 
ot New York. Dr. ad was also one 
of the originators of the National Associa- 
tion for the Protection ofthe Insane, and was 
a founder of the New York Neuro So- 
ciety. During the latter years of his life Dr. 
Beard gave his especial attention to 
hypnotism or mesmerism, and in 1881 
ectured on “Artificial Trance,” with a

If Chicago brewers are 
to be charged $500 for a license the Mil 
waukee brewers who sell beer in large quan- 
tities in this city should pay as much, and 
the ordinance proposed to effect this result 
should be adopted and made a part of the 
general license system. 


In the star- route trial which is dragging its 
slow length throngh Judge Wylie’s court in 
Washington, a witness named Andrew W.

We publish this morning the table of pro- 
posed changes in the tariff, which hes been 
prepared by a Treasury expert for the use of 
the Ways and Means Committee and the 
House. It is a curious and by no means 
satisfactory document, and does not even 
agree with itself. Under its provisions the 
total net reduction of revenue is figured at 
$20,855,799, whilo the tetal amount of duties 
paid on im nortations last year was $215,395,- 
628. According to this a reduction of almost 
10 per cent on the basis of the importations 
of 1882 would be effected by the bill as it now 
stands. But adcording to the table of per- 
centages the reduction is only a fraction over 
4 per cent, or $8,830,000 in all, It will be 
in order.for the expert te furnish an ex- 
planation of this double-faced table, which 
only serves to still further confuse the ex- 
isting confusion. 


Two Bins were introduced in the Lower 
House at Springfield yesterday looking to 
reform in the administration of the law. The 
bill proposed by Mr. Manahan will allow 
State's-Attorneys to file counter-affidavits 
when application for a continuance on ac- 
count of the absence of an alleged material 
witness is made. In such cases the court 
will decide after examination of the affida- 
vits, and may overrule the motion for a.con- 
tinuance.

Council in this ae are — too broad. 
It is an institution which governs too much; 

it is not governed enough. This is espe- 
cially true as to the license it assumes to con- 

fer rights and franchises upon corporations. 
The corporations which acquire valuable 
and apparently perpetual privileges with the 
assent of the Council never recompense the 
public; if they pay anything for the rare and 


exclusive advantages they secure it is to 


members of the Council individually and not 
to the body corporate which represents the 
city. It is high time that some restraint 
were imposed upon the Couneil’s authority 
in this respect. Hence the bill introduced 
into the Legislature by Sen Adams, of 
this county, is timely and ought to receive 
prompt and favorable consideration. It ap- 
plies to railway facilities of every descrip- 
tion witbin the city boundaries. 

The city charter (general incorporation 
act) provides that the Council ‘shall have 
no power to grant the use of or the right to 
lay down any railread tracks in any street of 
the city to any steam or horse raiiroad com- 
pany except upon petition of the owners of 
the land representing more than one-half of 
the frontage of the street, or somuch thereof 
as is sought to be used for railroad pur- 
poses.” Thisrestriction has been violated in 
at least one instance, and there is evidently a 
strong disposition in the Council to evade it 
in a pending application. There are a good 
many Aldermen who are ready to contend 
that the limitation does net apply to elevated 
railroads, though itis more essential to the 
protection of the public in such a case than 
in any other. The point was made the other 
day by Aldermen that no remonstrance had 
been received against the proposed construc- 
tion of an elevated railroad on State street, 
when none ought to be necessary; yet within 
two or three days after such a remonstrance 
was presented to the property-owners it re- 
ceived the signatures of all except the owners 
of a couple of thousand feet out of 45,000 
feet, who could not be reached. The remon- 
strance is unanimous. And still there are 
members of the Council who would dare to 
vote away the street to a construction com- 
pany unless restrained by some higher 
authority. 

The bill introduced into the Legislature by 
Seviater Adams broadens the terms of the 
limitation in the Couneil’s power in this re- 
gard. It includes any railway track, or 
tramway, or other contrivance to facilitate 
locomotion in, along, above, or under any 
street or allen, and epecities *‘ steam-power, 
animal power, or any other motive power as 
a means to propelling cars or other vehicles 
along such tracks,“ and says that the City 
Council shall have no authority to grant a 
license except upon petition of the owners 
of the land representing one-half the front- 
age of such street or alley. The only defect 
in the bill is that the consent of the owners 
representing two-thirds of the frontage 
should be required, for there is so much op- 
portunity for fraud and deception, in which 
a certain class of Aldermen and the or- 
ganizers of construction companies are 
adepts, that the people should be fully pro- 
tected against encroachment. 

The project for an elevated railway on 
State street, or any of the limited thorough- 
fares in the South Division, or hi any of the 
alleys at the rear of the storesand residences, 
is simply a money-making and stock-job- 
bing enterprise, which might enrich a tew 
men, but would be ruinous to millions upon 
millions of property. The pretense of run- 
ning such elevated railroad by electricity 
does not change the fact. Electricity as a 
railroad motor is as yet extremely problem- 
atic, and if it were perfected the elevated 
railroad run by such power would be as ob- 
jectionable as ever. What the construction 
company wants is to get the right of way; it 
will then proceed to build the road and run 
it by steam if electricity shall prove to be 
impracticable for that purpose. If so much 
headway could be made, the favored com- 
pany would snap its fingers in the face of 
the public. 

The bill proposed by Mr. Adams should be 
amended so as to require the consent of 
two-thirds of the property abutting on the 
street which is to be confiscated for elevated 
railroad purposes, and then passed with an 
emergency clause in order to put the brakes 
upon the Council at onee. Chicago needs no 
elevated railroads. There is no demand for 
them and no place forthem. Speculators 
and seheming Aldermen are the only people 
who cry for them. The street railways ac- 
commodate abundantly for short distances, 
and the steam railroads starting from the 
heart of the city and running out in all di- 
rections provide for suburban travel much 
better than elevated railroads could do. The 
conditions, as Tue Trisune has explained 
frequently, are entirely different from those 
in New York, and the Council should be 
prevented from authorizing elevated rail- 
roads of any description. 


FALSE WEATHER REPORTS. 

There is a bureau connected with the Gov- 
ernment called the signal service. It is 
maintained at a considerable expense to the 
taxpayers of the country, and is supposed to 
furnish the people with reliable meteorolog- 
ieal information. The officers connected with 
this bureau are selected for their alleged 
scientific knowledge. because the service is 
scientific in its character. They are sup- 
posed, therefore, to furnish strictly scientific 
information, but they do not, for science is 
synonymous with truth, and the information 
which they furnish in regard to the tempera- 
ture of the weather is not truth, and the pre- 
dictions which they make are rarely verified. 
‘The signal service is as far out of the way as 
the Treasury Department would be if it made 
gross errors in reporting the amount of 
money on hand or the state of the National 
debt. A Secretary of the Treasury who 
should persistently falsify his reports would 
be sharply criticised, and yet this is just 
what the signal service is doing every day 
in the meteorological reports furnished the 
newspaper press. 

Take the thermometrical reperts for a con- 
spicuous instance. ‘These reports are made 
from stations perched eighty to a hundred 
or more feet up in the air. ‘The result is that 
in winter these airy deluders report the 
weather from five to eight degrees warmer 
than it really is and in summer from five to 
ten degrees cooler than it really is in the 
strata where human beings live, and these 
false reports are furnished every day at 
great expense to people and great trouble 
to papers, which of no more value than 
if they were taken at the North Pole. Peo- 
ple do not want to know what the tempera- 
ture isa hundred or a thousand feet above 
their heads, but what it is at the altitude of 
six, or seven, or ten feet above the ground. 
They want te know how cold or how warm 
it is where they live, and move, and have 
their being. They do not want to start out 
in the morning with the assurance of 
the signal service that the thermometer is 
above zero to find that it is actually 
10 degrees below zero. They care nothing 
for the weather 100 feet up in the air above 
them. They don’t live at that altitude. if 
they were birds reesting at night on the tops 
of tall trees, if they flew instead of walked, 
or if they lived on the roofs of buildings six 
or eight stories high, it might be of some im- 
portance to them to know the temperature 
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pinches their ears and fingers, and not the air 
that is sweeping overhead a hundred feet 
above them. 


Unquestionably these upper-air fellows tell | ours 


the truth at their altitude, but their reports | 


are faisé all the same, because they publish 
these reports as showing the condition of the 
weather a hundred feet below them. By 
going still higher they could make still 
greater differences in temperature, and 
we presume even then they would make 
their reports as if they were taken 
ou the surface of the earth. So persistent 
are they in their efforts te deesive that we 
have little doubt that it they were pos ed on 
the top of Mont Blanc they would insist 
that their thermometers registered the condi- 

tion of the weather in the vale of Chamount 
atits feet. Itappears to be an organized 
effort on their part to deceive. 

It does not appear clear why the thermome- 
tor should be reported at all at that altitude, 
or why people should be called upon to pay 
a quarter of a million a year for information 
that is of no value at all to them, but on the 
contrary is deceptive and injurious. But 
granting that we must have all this useless 
lying stuff, then let them be honest enough 
also to notify the publie what the weather is 
in which they are living or how much they 
must add to the signal service reports in 
summer or winter so that people may know 
how hot or how cold it really is. If 
they won't do this, then they might 
as well drop their thermometrical re- 
ports altogether, because they are simply un- 
truths that mislead the public. Old Prob- 
abilities was never caught in the plight 
in which Gen. Hazen finds himself-—-namely: 
that of predicting that a winter would be an 
open one and finding it to be one of the cold- 
est ever known, with fifteen snow-storms be- 
fore it is half through. It is an open winter 
with a vengeance. Everything is open. All 
the icy gates of the North are open. All the 
avenues of cold and storm are open. Gen. 
Hazen himself is open—to the sharpest of 
criticism for numerous expensive mistakes. 


AN ABSURD TAX ON CARPET WOOL. 

The wools imported into the United States 
are of three classes: the first kind is of cloth- 
ing wools, the second of combing wools, 
used for dress goods, and the third what is 
known as carpet ‘Wools. The carpet wools 
are those of which the carpets mainly manu- 
factured in the United States are composed. 
they constituting more than two-thirds of all 
the wools imported inte this country, and 
comprising nearly all the wool usedin the 
manufacture of American carpets. There 
is hardly any American wool used in the 
manufacture of carpets. The tariff duties 
on the wools of the first and second classes 
are so excessive that they are practically pro- 
hibitive—the object being to force up the 
price on the consumer artificially and render 
wool dear on the whole people for thé undue 
benefit of wool-gruwers, who do not consti- 
tute one-tenth of the agricultural element of 
this Nation. 

The importations of wool in 1881 were as 
follows:

tt will be seen that American wool-grow- 
ers find no customers in the American car- 
pet manufacturers. 

The carpet manufacturers have in their 
appeals to the packed Tariff Commissioners 
asked that on carpet wools the duty be abol- 
ished, and in the bulletin of the National 
Wool-Growers’ Association this request is 
cordially indorsed, The carpet manufact- 
urers present the appeal that carpet wools be 
put on the free list by saying: “ We shall 
provably always find it desirable to import 
our carpet wools from the semi-barbarous 
countries of South America, Asia, and 
portions of Russia, where labor is 80 
cheap that it will pay to keep sheep 
producing only two or three pounds to 
the animal.“ The present duties on carpet 
wools are, compared with the duties on 
other wools, very low, but are wholly un- 
necessary for any purpose. They ought to 
be abolished, and carpet wools ought to be 
placed on the free list. Itis a case of raw 
materials essential to a branch of industry 
which should be promoted by the reduction 
of all faxes which stand in the way of the 
largest development. 

Just here, however, comes. in a question 
inseparably connected with this repeal of the 
tax on carpet wools. The present duty on 
such wools is equal to about 3) per cent. 
The present tax on carpets made exclusively 
from this deseription of wool, and which may 
be said to be the sole material of American 
carpets, is thus recorded for the year 1881:

These are the kind of carpets which enter 
inte general use, Ninety per cent of the 
carpets in use among the people of this 
country are of the kind enumerated in this 
list. The tax on what is generally known as 
„American Brusseis”’ is 75 per cent—that is, 
a tax of 75 cents is collected on every dollar's 
worth of that kind of carpet—while on the 
cheaper grades of carpets the tax ranges to 
various rates, all above 50 per cent. While 
the country generally will indorse the re- 
quest that carpet wools be placed on the free 
list, there will be a unanimous protest 
against the continuance of the taxes on car- 
pets. All the ‘American carpets are made, 
as this memorial states, from wool grown in 
“‘barbaric countries, where there is an 
abundance of cheap labor, and the country 
will anxieusly inquire why the tax on car- 
pets is to beretained at its present exorbitant 
rates, when the manufacturers import ex- 
clusively the cheapest wool that is produced, 
and pay only a nominal duty on the article. 

The American farmers and people generally 
are in nowise interested in any, tax on ¢ar- 
pet wools. American wool is not protected, 
because the foreign-produced wool is so 
cheap that it will not pay to raise that kind 
of sheep, yet to tax carpets made from such 
wool, which are the essential article of com- 
fort in every American household, from 50 to 
9per cent, is a monstrosity that even the 
wildest protectionist cannot defend. An 
average duty of W per cent on ali carpets 
would be a most liberal protection, and espe- 
cially if the tax on cheap woes be abolished, 
as we hope it will be.

The misfortune is all the more to be regretted 
as heis taken away inthe very prime of bis 
activity and usefulness and ata time when his 
facile and original peuell was engaged upon 
what promised to be the great work of hie life, 
the illustration of Shakspeare. 

M. Doré was both painter and designer, but 
was better known in the latter department of 
bis artistie work. As a painter bis canvases 
were always on a large scale. They represented 
Alpine scenes, battle scenes, great stretches of 
landseape, episodes of storms, deluges. and con- 
vulsions of Nature, and some of the grand 
scenes from the Bible, especially those involv- 
ing contiict, but the critics always complained 
that while they were original and almost unique 
u design they lacked in color, delicacy of treat- 
mest, and refinement of handling. It was in the 
field of illustration that he shone conspicuous, 
and no artist of his time was so popular or so well 
known as be. His name was almost a household 
word, and his designs have been multiplied lit - 


erally by millions. Apart from their intrinsic ' 


merit, one reason for this wonderful popularity 
may be found in his association with the great 
standard works of the worid—those of Rabelais. 
the myth of the Wandering Jew, the fantastic 
conceptiens of Balzac, the travels of Taine, the 
Inferno of Dante, Don Quixote, the Bible, the 
Fables of La Fontaine, the Purgatory and Para- 
dise, and the Idyis of Tennyson. Besides tnese, 
which may be culled his greater works, his pen- 
cil has iilustrated many scenes of Prench life 
and manners in the current periodicals and pa- 
pers, and they have always been eagerly sought 
for. There was a peculiar originality or indi- 
vidualism in his work which made itself mani- 
feat at once. His pictures always stood con- 
fessed. They needed no signature. His power 
was prodigious, and be fairly reveled in 
the weird, gloomy, and sombre, adding 
still greater force to the original con- 
ceptions of the author whose visions or fan- 
cies he sought to bring before the eye. With all 
this he was very spirited, and in those pictures 
where the touches of his pencil were lighter he 
manifested a rich exuberance of fancy. He was 
himself poet and prophet, and he adorned or 
intensified the productions of others with the 
graphic concefts of bigs own genius. To catch 
so thoroughly and accurately the fancies of 
others and to place them before the reader with 
bightened power required a genius of no com- 
mon order. That be had unusual energy and 
boldness no one can question who has seen his 
weird imaginings of Dante’s text, while the 
Fables of La Fontaine and Don Quixote betray 
bis keen sense of humor and the oddities 
of Baizac his grotesquerie. He had that 
quality in its highest manifestations which 
Walt Whitman so often calls the ensembie. 
All phases of life and passion suggested to him 
subjects for his pencil, but he was unquestion- 
ably at his best In great scenes of gioom and 
awful power. It will be a lasting regret that be 
did not live to finish his designs for Shakepeare. 
which offered such a splendid field for bis brill- 
jant talent; but be has left behind him imper- 
isbabie monuments of his genius.

One of the commodities upon which the 
tariff lays ite cruel exactions is caustic soda, an 
essential articie in nearly all branches of manu- 
factures. During the year 1881 there were im- 
ported 49,500,000 pounds of caustic sola. The 
value of the imported article is two cents and 
four-teuths of a cent per pound; the tariff tax is 
one cent and five-tenths of a cent ber pound, or 
64 per cent. This tax was so oppressive and ex- 
acting that even the Tariff Commissioners were 
ashamed of it, and they proposed to Congress 
that the tax be reduced to three-fourths of & 
cent per pound, or one- half the present tax. 
The article is in one form or another a raw ma- 
terial in manufactures. In 1881 the value of the 
caustic soda imported was $1,154,000, on which 
the manufacturers paid a tax of $742,308. One 
branch of the sufferers under this tax are the 
manufacturers of paper. While it is evident 
that in the interest of manufactures the whole 
tax ought to be repeaied, our correspondent at 
Washington writes: 

Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, was laboring with 
members of the Ways and Means Committee 
today in behalf of caustic soda, the present rate 
of duty on which is one and a baif cents per 
pou und. The committee adopted the recommen- 

tion of the Tariff Commission, fix the rate 
at three-foarths of a cent r pou Bayne 
insists that manufacturers of this article in bis 
district cannot stand a reduction below one cent 
perpound.

GUSTAVE DORE. 
PEATH OF THE FAMOUS ARTIST. 

Panis, Jan. 23.—Gustave Doré, the famous 
painter and designer, is dead. He caught 
cold Friday returning home froin a soiree. 
Saturday inflammation of the throat set in, 
and, despite every effort, it was impossible to 
arrest its progress, He expired at 12:30 p. m. 
today. *

Paul Gustave Dore was born in Stras- 
burg in January, 1832, and received his early 
instruction in the lyeeums of that city and 
of Bourg. Before he was 12 years old he 
nad developed a wonderful facility with the 
peneil, and at avery early age he contrib- 
uted comic sketches to the Journal our 
Rire and other popular newspapers. 
His education was completed in Paris, 
and 4 white still a schoolboy his 
work was recognized as giving more than 
ordinary promise. His first great work, 
however, was produced during the period of 
the Crimean war, and was iilustrative of 
pattle-scenes. He exhipited “ Les Pins Sau 
yages,” “Le Lendemain de Orage, “ Les 
Deux Méres,” and La Bataille d’Alma,”’ in 
1855; and La Bataille @’inkermann ” in 1857. 

Dort was, in fact, a precocious wonder. He 
could draw when a child, and when success 
came to him it came with a rush. Before he 
was 25 he had illustrated Rabelais and the 
“Coutes Drolatiques“ of Balzac, and had 
given tein to his wild and fantastical humor 
in a series of grotesque yet powerful draw- 
ings illustrative of the legend of the Wander- 
ing Jew. In rapid succession followed his 
ilinstrations of Montaigne (18877, Taine’s 
“Voyage aux Pyrenees” (1859), Dante’s 
“Divina Commedia” (1861), Chateaubriana’s 
“Atala” (1862), “Don Quixote” (1868), 
“Paradise Lost (1865), the Holy Bible 
(7866), Tennyson’s “Idyls of the King” 
(186667), and La Fontaine’s “ Fables (1807). 
It is by his illustrations that Doré’s highest 
excellence as an artist will be recognized, 
and his Don Quixote” and Dante were 
magnificent efforts. 

Doré wasa most versatile genius, and al- 


) though not as succesgful in color as in black 


and white, some of hig figure pieces were of 


considerable merit. In addition to those al- 


ready named, his most noticeable works in 
oil were the “Paolo and Francesea di Ri- 
mini“; the “Gambling-Hali at Baden- 


/ Baden’: the “Neophyte” (1868); the Tri- 


umph of Christianity; and his most ambi- 
tious group, the Christ Leaving the Preto- 
rium,“ an immense picture, covering a can- 
vas thirty by twenty feet, which was exhib- 
ited in London and elsewhere. Doré 
was a tireless and indefatigabie 
worker, and is said to have executed not less 
than 50,000 designs, He had a gallery of his 
own paintings in Paris, another in New 
York, and another in London, where his 
“COhrist’s Entry inte Jerusalem,” The 
Flight into Egypt,” “Spanish Peasants,” 
Mont Blanc,” and ather works were shown. 
At the Paris Exposition in 1878 he exhibited 
a colossal vase, ornamented with 150 figures. 
One of his latest works was a sculptural 
group, The Prize of Glory,” a young hero 
dying beneath the kiss of glory. He was 
decorated with the Cross of tne Le 
gion of Honor Aug. 15, 1861. At the 
time of his death he was engaged 
on a series of illustration of Shakspeare, and 
among his latest labors must be included his 
Poe’s Raven, now in press. He was a 
sculptor as well as a painter, and had just 
finished his monument to the elder Dumas, 
which is considered as one of the finest 
works of art pfoducedin this century. M.

EVERYBODY OUT OF TOWN EXCEPT FOUR 
MILLAONS—HOLIDAY OF THE STATESMEN.

He was a profound, 
marvelous, and mysterious man to the great 
majority of men. I judged the man by his ques- 
tionings, his manner, his nervousness, his un- 
rest, and the play of his features, with their 
colors, giving a significance to bis thoughts and 
his wishes, a mind's revelation to mind. 

While [say that Mr. Lincoin was ambitious, 
secretive, and somewhat selfish, do not inter 
from those words that he was a dishonest man, 
nor an insincere man, nor a bypocrit, nora 
mean man, nor a base man. He was, on the con- 
trary, rull of honesty, integrity. sincerity, open, 
fair, and candid, When speuking Oracting. He 
was for Lineoin always, but always with Lio- 
coin's inteuse honesty. Mr. Lincoln was a wise 
man, a shrewd man, a long-headed man, fuil of 
his own policies. He was a marginal man, al- 
ways leaving a wide blank on his paper, so that 
the future might write the future lessons 
thereon. Mr. Lincoln hated speculation, had no 
cranks, Was not visionary and impracticable. He 
had relatively no imagmation and no fancy, was 
material and purely practical. He bad one of 
the very best balanced bead in America: and 
it was poised well on his shoulders. Heury 
Clay was his ideal statesivan, a purely material 
and practical map. Mr. Lincoln's mind was 
purely logical, and he followed bis @nclusions 
to the yitimute end, though the world perished. 
I nevef heard Mr. Lincoln na condemn any 
man, nor did | ever hear bi raise but two 
men: one, Thomas Jefferson, on paper; and the 
other, Henry Ciay, in his speech and letters aud 
in his heart. Was this jealousy, or what? i 
think be cared for principles and not much for 
men, especially if he did not want to use them 
for bis own ends, which were generally high and 
noble. Mr. Lincoln ba no low cunaing, was not 
a trickster, a mere wire-puller. He scorned and 
detested all such ical arts. His mind re- 
quired and lived in facts, tigures, and princi- 
pies. He was destitute of faitn which comes 
and goes without evidence. His own reason and 
human ¢xperience were bis authority, and these 
oniy wit him were authority. 

it is a fact that Mr. Liucoln was a peculiar 
man, a wonderful, marvelous, and mysterious 
man to the world generally. 1 was witiehim for 
about twenty-Ove years, and I think I knew him 
well. Mr. Lincoln never took the advice of any 
man or set of men, generally speaking. He 
never asked the opinion or advice of aay mun. 
Me was self-reliant, self-poised, self-helping, 
and self-assertive, but not dogmatic by any 
means.

A New View of Mr. Lincoln’s Aspira- 
tions, Methods, Philosophy, and 
Reilgion. 


[New York Tribwne.|—The following letter 
was written by Abraham Lincoln’s former 
law-partner to a well-known clergyman of 
this city, and has been furnished to the 
Tribune for pablication It gives a touch- 
ing picture of the statesman’s affection for his 
parents and solicitude for their welfare, and 
exhibits some phases of his career as a public 
man that have not been hitherto revealed. 
References are made to a letter from Mr. 
Lincoln to his stepbrother, which was in- 
closed in Mr. Herndon’s letter, and a copy of 
which is also herewith given.

Sia: A few days since I received your kind note, 


tor woich please accept my thats. Inclosed 
you will find a letter from Abraham Lincvin to 
Jobo D. Jobnson—Lincoin’s stepbrother—which 
I promised to give you; it is the only letter 
which 1 have ieft of Mr. Lincoln's; it isn’t a 
genuine one written by Mr. Lincoin himself. 1 
have kept the letter up to this day as an evi- 
dence that Mr. Lincoln was not au atheist; and 
had he been one that fact would not have les- 
sened him in my estimation, though not ove my- 
seif. Lhad this letter once pubiished, but be- 
fore so cuingI showed it to several of Mr. Lin- 
coln’s old and dear friends, who laughed at 
we for my creduiity in believing t 
Mr. Lincoln believed in imwmortal- 
ity and Heaven as stated in the 
letter; it was said to be merely a message uf con- 
solanon from a dutitul son to his dying father. 
However, I had the letter published, and kept 
the letter as an evidence that Mr. sLincola was 
not an atheist. I could bave given the letter 
away many times—could have sold it for money 
—but I would not part with it. I think the ques- 
tion of bis atheism is settled, and now I present 
it to you. I may say to you that the letter has 
the ring, it seems to me. of true metal, and yet 
1 give no opinion. You have the letier and the 
facts ot Mr. Lincoln's life before you, and you 
can judge as weil as I can. I will soon in this 
letter give youa phase of Mr. Lincoln's life not 
generally known, and possibly it will not be be- 
lieved by the worshiping world—I mean the 
hero-worshiping world. I dave no reference 
to the worshiy of tne religious soul.

I kaew this 
to be true, 

What! this a simple-minded man? this a pa- 
litically “ianocent dear man? this a mere 
thing without ideas and policies? Away with 
all such opinions! Look how de treated his 
Cabinet in the issuance of bis great Prociama- 
tion of Emancipation. He consulted them sim- 
ply about little and unimportant matters, and so 
said to them before he read it. He decreed to 
issue it. Hesimply wanted his Cabinet to bear 
it read, and that is ail. This proclamation was 
issued as by doom, and what be did was not for 
the love ot the siave or liberty, but to save the 
Union. It was to preserve his “oath registered 
in Heaven. He kept his oath, saved the Union, 
and witha quick dash of the military pen he 
freed 4,000,000 of people. 

In philosophy Mr. Lincoln was a realist as op- 
poseti to an idealist, was a sensationalist as op- 
posed to an intuitionalist, a materialist as op- 
posed to a spiritualist, and yet remember what 
he says in his letter. I said to you ina private 
letter that Mr. Lincoln was at all times and 
places and under ali circumstances a deeply and 
thoroughiy religious man—sincerely, trmly, 
broadly, und grandiy so. I donot say be was a 
Christlan. I do not say that be wus not. I give 
no opinion one way or the other. (simply state 
facts, and ict each person judge for himself. 

I gay, in short, in terms of contradiction if 12 
please, that Mr. Lincoln was a perfect and an 
imperfect man; a strong man and a weak one; 
but take bim all in all, he was one of the best, 
wisest, greatest, and noblest of men in all the 
ages.

On the day before yesterday I received a letter 
from Harriet, written atGreenup.

Raltiroad Coal-Miners’ Convention—

PRACYICAL CRIMINAL-LAW REFORM. 
Mr. Mauahan, in another bill, strikes 3 
blow at the flagrant abuses of justice by what 
is kKnewn as the “Continuance route.” 

Under the bill, State’s-Attorueys are 
permitted to Tile counter avis in 
criminal cases where the accused ap- 
plies for a continuance and alleges the 
absence of a material witness. The court is 
to decide the question, after a ere: all 
the affidavits, and is authorized to overrule 
the motion for a continuance where the 
State’s-Attorney admits that absent wit- 
nesses would testify to the facts set up in 
the affidavit. In such cases the facts so 
stated shall be admitted as evidence with as 
muck force and effect as though given by the 
witnesses in Coats, Sa the State’s-Attorney 
is to have the right to contradict such testi- 
mony as though it had been presented on 
the witness-stand. 

CUTTING DOWN THE COUNTY COURTS. 

Mr. Yancey, of Macoupin, has set out to 
elevate the diguity of the county courts 6f 
the State and at the same tinfe to do away 
with sixty-two Count Judges. Instead of 
having a County Judge for every six-by-nine 
county among the 102 in the State he pro- 
poses to establish forty County Court Judi- 
cial Districts, of which Cook County sha 
constitute a district by itself. One Judge i 
to be elected in each judicial district every 
four years, beginning with the general elec- 
tion in 1884, at a salary of $3,000 per annum in 
lieu of all other compensation, provided 
that the provisions of the act shall not pre- 
vent the payment of such additional compen- 
gation to the County and Probate Judges of 
Cook Couniy outof the County Treasury as 
is or may be provided by law. Under the 
present law each county fixe Salaries of 
the County Judges and all other county offi- 
cers. Mr. Yangey’s-bill not only dispenses 
with a lot of Judges in counties where there 
is but little to do but to draw the annual 
salary, but it also provides a uniform and 
better salary for the new Judges, and there- 
by insures the selection of 
for the bench. 

As r of economy alone the bill will 
result in a saving of at least $30,000 annually 
to the people of the State. ‘The bill further 
fixes the terms of court in the various dis- 
tricts mapped out, the term in Cook bemg 
the second Monday of eaeh month, and pro- 


ij vides that in counties of less than 60,000 in- 


habitants re shall not be more than four 
jury terms a year. Praetically the bill will 
not interfere in any way with the county 
court system in Cook County, which 
is made a district by itself, 
and exce from the provisions which ap- 
ply to other districts on the subject of sal- 
aries. The bill will naturally encounter the 
opposition of a certain proportion of the 
present County Judges; who wili make a bit- 
ter fight for their bread and butter, and its 
future will be watched with a good deal of 
interest. 

At the conclusion of the bill business the 
House adjourned until tomorrow morning. 


THE SENATE. 
INVESTIGATING THE Sr. LOUIS BRIDGE. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., dan. 28.-—fSpecial. |—-The 

Senate was hardly ready for business this 
morning when Tom Merritt huried at the 
Secretary a resolution proposing the first in- 
vestigation that has been attempted thus far 
this session. 
was very suggestive to those who recailéed 
the number and peculiar character of the 
measures which origiuated last session from 
the type-writer syndicate. This resolution 
had the familiar look of the same old type- 
writer,and its contents were of a character 
to justify the suspicion that the same old 
machine is again at work. Under the rules 
the resolution was laid over until tomorrow. 
Whether it will be adopted or not is more or 
less problematical. ‘he resolution was 
worded as follows: 


MERRITT’S SCHEME. 

WHEREAS, A charter was granted by the Gen- 
eral Assembig of the State of lilinois for the 
construction of a bridge across the Mississippi 
River at East St. Louis, and under said charter 
a bridge was constructed and is now used and 
operated by said bridge company for the traus- 
portation of passengers and freight-cars of va- 
rious railread companies across said bridge for 


bridge company. chat extortionate charges and 
unjust discriminations are made by said com- 
ny for said services; therefore 

That a committee of five Senators 
be appointed by the President of the Senate to 
inquire into the complaints and to report to this 
— all such facts as may be ascertained by 
them relating to said eompinints; and in order 
to fully — Mg the spirit and intent of this 
resolution ald committee may employ a 
clerk and take testimony a such times and 


pisces as they may deem best to accomplish 
said object, and that said committee have power 
to send for and compel the attendance wit- 
nesses with all necesgary records and papers. 

SETTLING THE INELIGIBILITY BUSINESS. 

Senator Torrance wants to have the ques- 
tion of the eligibility of State officers for 
election to the United States Senate settled 
by the people, and has proposed a copstitu- 
tional amendment to prohibit all State offi- 
cers from being elected or appointed by the 
Governor to any other office—either State or 
Federal—during the riod tor which he 
shall have been elected by the people. It is 
also proposed to disqualify the Govornor or 
any member of the General Assembly who 
may violate this provision from hold ing any 
office of honor or profit under the authority 
of this State. 

PENSION POTHER. 

There was some discussion over the resolu- 
tion offered by Senator Tanner, and publish- 
edin Monday’s TRIBUNE, urging the Illinois 
Senators and Congressmen to support the 
bill now pending in Congress to increase to 
$40 per month the pension of loyal soldiers 
who lost a leg or au arm in the military serv- 


ce. 

Senator Whiting moved to commit the res- 
olution to the Commi on Federal Rela- 
tions, on the ground that it ought to be fully 
considered because of the numerous frauds 
perpetrated onthe Treasury. This was op- 
pesed by Senater Condee, who charged that 
the motion was to defeat the resolution. 

Senator Morris advocated committing the 
resolution, for the reason that all matters 
pertaining to pensions should be acted on 
very carefully, and because he thought the 
pilf ought to provide for other disabilities 
beside the loss of a leg or an arm. 

Senator Clark favored the reference of the 
resolution. It might be true as charged, he 
said, that some soldier received a larger pen- 
sion than he was legally entitled to, but it 
was agatisfaction to know that none had 
ever received more than he deserved. There 
was no danger of these veterans receiving 
more than they were justly entitled to.

On 
the contrary, the majority of the committee 
is unquesvionably in favor of at least some of 
the measures. of reform which Tue Famex 
has so warmly advocated—notably those 
with regard to continuances and changes of 
venues—and contains fewer men, of the 
highly- concentrated, self-opinionated dis 
position than are to be usually found 
massed together among seventeen lawyers 
of the House. While some of its members 
are iuclined to be rather conservative, they 
are nearly all fair mon, ready to listen to and 
weigh arguments, and to give the demand 
for a reform of the criminal! code a fair 
shake. A few, constituting a very small mi- 
nority, are opposed t anything that even 
savors of reform. Ike Morrison, the Chair- 
man, is a veteran lawyer of conservative 
views, butis known to be in favor of some 
of the suggesuons which have been made on 
this subject, and ready te give them all a 
full, free, and careful consideration. Littler 
is in favor of a law which will give a defend- 
ant a prompt but fair trial, acouit him in- 
nocent, and convict him if guilty. Fuller, 

zalhoun, Cowperthwait, Manahan, ea, 

orthington, Hoffman, Cooke, Gregg, Kim- 
brough, and Willoughby are in favor of sev- 
eral of the reforms suggested, and the doc- 
trine that the people should have some rights 
as well as the criminals wil find no more 
earnest advocates than they—especially Cow- 
perth waite, Manahan, Bethea, Cooke, Gregg, 
and Kimbrough, Gregg, among others, led 
the reform movement at the special session, 
and several of the others indicated their 
position in this matter in the columns of 
Turn TRIBUNE last summer. 


Kimbrough, in a conversation with Tap 


TRIBUNE correspondent this evening, re- 
stated some of ry views on this subject, and 
summed them ali up in the remark, I am in 
favor of any measure of reform of the crim- 
inal code that will punish the guilty and pro-

SUPREME COURT CONSOLIDATION. 

There is scarcely a doubt that the majority 
of the Committee on Judicial Department 
is against the Supreme Court consolidation. 
Littler, the avowed champion of consolida- 
tion, virtually admits this, but promises to 
make the best fight he can in the committee 
andon the floor of the House. 

The Rallroad Committee, in marked con- 
trast to that in the Senate, does not contain, 
so far as can be learned, a single member 
who is at all inelined to follow the profes- 
sion of the legislative sandbagger.“ ‘The 
other committees which will diseuss meas- 
ures relating to corporations are made up, as 
a rule, of fair men, and the various interests 
; have entered no complaints. 

SALOON LICENSES. 


The committee which has perhaps called 
forth the most criticism is that on Licenses, 
and especially the Democratic end of it, for 
which Speaker Collins cannot be held re- 
sponsibie.

FRANK JAMES. 


All the Charges Him Dis- 
missed Except One, the Blue 
Cut Robbery. 


Kansas Curry, Mo., Jan. 23.—Frank James 
was brought here from Independence today, 
and shortly after 3 o’clock this afternoon his 
case was called in the Criminal Court. The 
first indietment presented was for complicity 
in the murder of Witcher, the Pinkerton de- 
tective, in 1874. Prosecuting-Attorney Wal- 
lace stated that after diligent search the 
State had been unable to secure evidence to 
establish the defendant’s connection with 
that murder, thecefore he entered a motion 
to dismiss the case. 

The indictment for the Independence bank 
robbery of 1578 was then presented, and the 
prosecution was obliged to dismiss it also 
for the same reason. The two cases were 
accordingly dismissed. 

AN UNEXPECTED CHARGE. 

The prosecution then presented an indict- 
ment which had not before been announced, 
charging Frank James with 10 II. A. 
Fox, express messenger, of 8800 in m- 
ber, 1831, commonly known as the Blue 
Cut” train robbery. The Prosecuting-At- 
torney said that the State would require 
some time to secure evidence in the new 
case, and the defense stated that they would 
also 8 considerable time in preparing 
for trial, as they had received no previous 
notice of the indictment. After a brief dis- 
cussion the case was continued until the 
next term in Kausas City, which begins the 
fourth Monday in May, and the court an- 
nounced that Dail was fixed at $8,500. The 
defense was not ready to give bond immedi- 
ately and the 3 was accordingly re- 
manded and taken back to Independence on 
the evening train. James in an interview 
stated that he expected to give bond in a few 
days. A large crowd gathered on the street 
when the prisoner appeared, but no disturb- 
ance of any kiud occurred.

post-oflice in this city, was arrested today by 
Inspectors Camp, of Boston, and Newcomb, 
of New York, for embezzling letters of the 
Hartford Life & Annuity and Hartford Mu- 
tual Benefit Insurance Companies. He be- 
gan operations last summer, and in Septem- 
ber the Inspectors began an exhaustive in- 
vestigation covering postal-cars and other 
sources through which mails reached this 
city. The Postmaster was quite positive that 
thefts did not occur in his office. However, 
all clews pointed to that source, 
and clerks were watehed for a long 
time without the discovery of any- 
thing wrang. During this period it is 
reported that even several decoy letters con- 
taining money were cleverly filehed without 
leaving a clew tothe guiity son. A few 
days ago the Inspectors ected a letter- 
watch on the clerks by secreting themselves 
in the elevator-shaft adjoining the distribu- 
ting-room and boring small holes command- 
Ing a view of all the clerks while at work. 
This resulted in the detection of Dart, and 
when summoned into the Postmaster’s room 
today some of the marked money was found 
on his person. He then made a full confes- 
sioh, and going to his house with an officer 
delivered a considerable sum he had in a se- 
cret place. He cannot remember how much he 
has stolen, but it is-estimated that the aggre- 
gate is $1,000. This was taken in smal! sums 
as reiuitted by patrons of the insurance com- 
panies to pay their assessments, Dart in- 
variably resealed and returned to the mails 
letters containing only checks or money- 
orders. He is not a drinking man or extrav- 
agant, and used the stolen money for fully 
expenses. His salary was $650. He has 
given 32,500 bonds for appearance for trial 
in the United States Court. Dart had been 
employed ia the office since 1874, and was 
highly esteemed as à steady and reliable 
man. 


ARTHUR—WEST. 


The Pysident Alleged to Be Smitten 
by the Charms of the British Minise- 
tors Daughter. 

The Stars and Stripes and the Union Jack 

are likely soon to entwine sensationally in a 

matrimonial way. President Arthur has 


. evidently become smitten with Miss Sack- 


ville-West, the daughter of the British Min- 
ister, who is heir presumptive to his brother, 
Lord Sackville, who has been six years in 
the British Peerage. 

The British.Minister is a diplomatist of 
thirty years’ standmg, and he married, when 
Secretary of the British Legation at Madrid 
twenty years ago, a most charming Spanish 
lady of excellent family, but in reduced fort- 
une, who is now dead, and who had been for 


a brief time on the stage. in the event of 
the marriage President Arthur can, at the 


end of his term, carry into effect what is un- 


derstood to be a long-cherished wish on his 
45 to travel extensively abroad. Indeed, 
f he chose to permanently reside abroad in 
England or Paris, he would throughout his 
life receive very much more attention and 
liveamuch more comfortable, and indeed 
more of a public life, than (to judge from 
the retired lives of previous Presidents) he 
could enjoy in this country.

Oddly 
enough, the President of th® United States 
is a British subject under British law, which 
extends the right of subjectship to the son 
or grandson of a British-born subject, al- 
though he is born abroad; and President 
Arthur’s father was a British subject, 
if the ex-President ever resides in England, 
he would, by the courtesy of the court, take 
precedence along with ex-sovereigns.

Insanity Given vy Some as the: 
Cause of the Tarn 
* ‘Deed.

Others Say She Was Actuated by Jeal- 
ousy of Her Husband—A Piti- 


ful Scene. 
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MILWAUKEE, Jan. [Speelal. I One of 
the most revolting crimes ever recorded in 
this part oft the country took place here to- 
day. A few minutes before noon word was 
received at the Central Police Station that a 
Bohemian woman, living on Sixth street. 
had killed her three children. & police 
patrol . sleigh was dispatched to the neigh- 
borhood at once, and the murderess, Helena 
Ciperek, was found in the grasp of several 
men, who pointed to three little corpses on 
the floor as the occasion forasking the service 
of the police. The woman was half nude, 
and seemed to be partly frozen, ‘The news 
of the horrible murder had spread through- 
out that part of the city and attracted a 
great crowd to the scene. The ollicers in 
charge of the patrol-sieigh ‘covered the 
woman with a buffalo-robe and returned to 
the Central Station. ‘They also carried with 
them two bloody butcher-knives, a draw- 
Shave covered with blood, and a blood- 
stained poker. 

THE MOTHER'S REASONS FOR THE DEED. 

Your correspondent interviewed the wom- 
an at the police station this-evening by the 
aid ‘of a Bohemian interpreter. She was 
found to have every appearance of a 
raving mani, speaking in a disconnected, 
disjointed way. What clothing she had on 
was almost entirely saturated with the blood 
of her children. When asked why she had 
killed her little ones she replied that she 
Was told ina holy book which she had been 
reading that she must do this thing. All her 
talk indicated thatshe was thoroughly de- 
ranged on religious subjects. 

SCENE OF THE TRAGEDY. 

Examination of the state of affairs at the 
home of the murderess revealed a most re- 
voiting condition of things. The quarters 
were squalid. The floor Was bare of car- 
pet and covered by half-frezen water. 
A bed contained a pool ef  bilood, 
and on it lay three little girls, 
mutilated and butchered in a mauner shock- 
ing beyond any possible deseription. The 
eldest girl, Rosalia, Aged 5 5 years, a flaxen- 
haired, pretty child, laid with face distorted, 
and had seven gashes in her white breast, 
and her bowels had been let out. The en- 
trails laid at lier side, where they had rolled 
Out. : 

But this was seemingly nothing compared 
with the next youngest, Helena, aged 5 years, 
This little vietim had beth legs cut df at the 
hips, and in a manner that showed they had 
been torn and sawed, and a great piece out 
of her stomach revealed the interior of her 
bodr. 

The baby, 5 months old and not vet named, 
laid at the top of the bed. and had a more 
calm and peaceful look. But when the cov- 
erlet was turned back it was shown the in- 
fant’s arms and legs had been cut off in away 
that only left ared circle around tue littie 
limbs. Under a doorknob was a blood- 
stain, where the woman had tried to hang 
herself wün a string after committing the 
aw ful deed. 

A NEIGHBOR'S story. 

A neighbor named Kralik tells the follow- 
ing story: : 

Mrs., Ciperek acted queer this * 
and refused to feed the children. 1 took 
them home and fed them, and then took the 
two eldest back and told her to keep them 
warm. lo a little whileshe came to my house 
and asked to have the baby, saying sue 
wanted her just an hour, and would then 
bring her back. Wethought she'aeted and 
talked funny, but gave her the child and told 
her to take good care of it. It was not long 
before my wife went over. 1 think about 
10:30 o’clock, and tound the children all 
kitled and the mother about dead, hanging 
by a string to the door-knob. My wife 
acreamed and nearly fainted. I heard her 
Mul ran over, only to be horritied beyond 
measure. I cut the woman down and we 
brought ber back to life. When my wife 
asked her what made ber kill her ehildren, 
she took up a Catholic Bible and said: * This 
done it. I read it in the book that | shonid 
Kill them. Now kill me, won't you” She 
had tried hard to kill herself.” 

THE AUSBAND. 

The husband and wife belong to the Cath- 
olie church on the corneyg@of Fourth and 
Cherry streets. John Cip k., husband of 
the woman, works at the bridge works at the 
lot of Seventeenth street. Ile came to the 
station and sat behind the steve ior several 
hours. Ile was poorly dressed and dirt-be- 
primed, He said he was 28 years old, and 
had come to America from Bohemia three or 
four years ago. Ile said that he had no idea 
why his wife should do such an awful thing. 
She talked and acted queerly at times, and 
he fearéd she was 8 Ie sat as stolid 
asasphinx, and from his appearance the 
awtul affair did not eoncern him in 
the least. Ile speaks but little English, and 
didn’t seem to understand fully wnat was 
going on around him. 

JEALOUSY. ° 

Kralik was taked with later, and said: 
The wife often couiplained of her husband. 
and sald he went with other r women, and that 
she could not trust him. ‘This seemed to 
worry ber a great deal, and I think jealousy 
had as much to do with the slaughter as any- 
thing. She thought she would kill the chil- 
dren aud then herself on this account. 1 
can’t say whether the charges she made 
against her husband are true or not.“ 

THE CRIME COMMITTED WITHOUT KOTSE. 

Immediately overhead the Ciperek family * 
lived old — 92 acobbler, who says he 
heard laughitg and crying in the basement 
every morning, but this morning all was still 
as death, and he heard not a sound. How 
the woman could butcher the children so 
barbarously and then not shriek so as to be 
heard by persons in à toom above is beyond 
human comprehension. Above Lisch lives a 
man and family named Scherr, who also says 
he heard nothing. 

Strong men who entered the room wrung 
their hands and wept. The Coroner was 
notified, visited the piace, looked at the sur- 
roundings and started off to get à jury for 
an immediate inguest. ‘The husband of the 
murderess is under surveillance this after- 
noon. He threatened to kill himself when 
he realized the extent of his wife’ s crime,

The new Secretary will have no easy task in 
enforcing the new agreement. The competition 
between the various St. Louis and Kansas City 
roads has been 80 strong during the last fow 
years that it will require great judgment and 
skill to preventthem from falling back into 
their old ways. Bach road will try to get te 
bulk of the business by all legitimate means, and 
some of them will no doubt t-y to accomplish 
their ends by iliewitimate means if it can be 
done without fear of detection. There have been 
ironclad agreements in effect heretofore. but in 
each instance they failed to rectify the evils 
which they were Intended to correct. Hopes are 
being entertained that this agreemeat will be 
better maintained than former ones, because 
there is a Secretary to enforce it and because 
the penalties fora violation of any of its pro- 
visions are 

UNUSUALLY HEAVY. 

The great difficulty in enforcing the agree- 
ment will be the task to prove a road guilty, bee 
cause every precavoon against detection wil 
be taken. Even if all the roads strictiy adhere 
to the provisions of the new agreement charges 
tor uofair dealing will no doubt be made against 
sueh roads as happen to get the better of their 
competitors. Another great obstacie in the 
way of the success of the new agreement 
is the failure w regulate the commis- 
sion system. continuauce of this sys- 
tem will enable certain roads, by offer- 
ing special inducements to ticket-sellers, 
to wet wore than a fair share of the business. 
It is probable that some arrangement will be 
made by which all the roads iu the pew associa- 
tion will bind themselves to pay uniform com- 
missions. But in such an event the money thus 
paid out is simply thrown away, as no road 
could gain an anvantage over another by pay- 
ing commissions. It is believed by many of the 
Managers of the Southwestern roads that voth- 
ing but a pooling arraugement can possibly in- 
sure the maintenance of passenger rates be- 
tween Chicago, St. Louis, and Kansas City. 


Buffet Carse—A New Invention Which 
May Prove a Popular Success. 

An innovation on the construction of Pullman 
sleeping-cars is aitracting much attention in 
raiiway circles. Two new cars, the Puritan” 
and the Pilgrim,” oailt for the Central Ver- 
mont, have been on exhibition in the yard of the 
Rock Island Company on iiarrison street for 
several days past,and have been visited bya 
number of prominent people. These are of a 
class newly designated as “Buffet” cars. 
The whole number embodying this principle 
already com pleted or in process of construction is 
thirty-three. They will be assigned as follows: 
Atlantic Coast Line, sixteen: Louisville & Nash- 
ville, six; Pennsylvania, six; New York, Chies- 
go & St. Louis ( Nickel-Plate"’), three: Central 
Vermont, two; Missouri Pacific, two. These 
cars are provided with a buffet.“ or sideboard, 
which occupies a space eight feet by three anda 
halt. and is situated immediately in front of the 
smoking-room. The front ot this cozy inelosure 
facing drawing-room is * partly 
scfeeued, by rich drapery. finish of the 
buffet in both woodwork and marquet- 
ry corresponds with the interior of the 

car, and che effect of the design is highly pleas- 
mer. suggesting as HM does in convenience 
and luxuriowusness au elegant sideboard in a 
richly-appointed mansion. The ospective, 
Jooking from the main salon, is one of burmon- 
izing effect. From this elegant sideboard, which, 
in addition to the necessary Axtures in minia- 
ture contains shelves for a circulating library, 
will be served to such as may desire it a delicate 
luncheon, such as a cup of Freuch coffee, tea, a 
sandwich, or a cup of bouillon. This innova- 
tion, the ys of which originated with 
Mr. 25 ~ Pullman durmge a recent 
tour in taly, 15 not designed to en- 
croach upon the dinihg-car, the  hotel- 
car, or the eating-station, but on the 
contrary is intended to satisfy a vucuum arising 
between meals, or, In other words, to relieve 
faintness before breakfast, or slight buager be- 
tween meals or, as it may often happen, to 
afford a delicacy for such passengers as may be 
too tll to leave the car.

Speed of Battroad Trains tn Engtand, 
Europe, and the United 
The London Engineer publishes the following 
interesting item regarding the speed of railroad 
ane 
4 German journal, Die Ferkehretettung. bas 
8 published a tabuiar statement of the 
maximum epeeds of trains in Great Britain, Eu- 
rope, and the United States. The tadie is tnac- 
curate and incomplete to a ve considerable 
degree, but it contains nev some sug- 
estive informa . The American Railroad 
lazette has supplemented it by a statement of the 
eds of some of the fastest trains im the 
United States, and this statement has been in 
turn supplemented and corrected two cor- 
respondents, The prominent fact which comes 
out is that the time taken to traverse any given 
distance between two places ccuonected rails 
shows that 1 1 7 than ——— 
peopie suppose. we take. nstance, 
run from London to Edinburg, a distance of 307 
miles via York, this is made in nine hours by the 
Great Northern trains, the average 
being 44.1 miles per hour. From 
tance is 401 miles, and London & Northw 
ern trains make the run in ten hours, or 
miles an hour. By the Midland Railway the 
distance is 44 miles, and the time 0 hours 5 
miuutes, or very pearly the same 
German journal to which we have just alluded 
makes the distance 416 miles and the speed 41 
miles per hour, which is an error. Some of the 
fastest trains in the world are those run de- 
tween Lees and London. From King'’s-cross 
the distance by the Great Northern is 186% 
miles. From St. Pancras® by.the Midiand it is 
1% miles. The fastest train on the Great 
Northern makes the run io 4 hours 5 minutes, 
or an average speed of 45.4 miles an bour. 
Midiand trains traverse the distance in 4 hours 
minutes ceiving an average velocity of 8.5 
miles an bour. The fastest train ia the world is 
the Fiying Dutchman, broad gage, which makes 
the run to Swindon at , miles an hour. 
Great Northern trains run from London to 
York, 158 miles, at 48 miles an bour, and at least: 
one train runs to PFeterborough at i miles an 
hour. The tuna from Loudonto Urantham bas 
been made repeatedly at I miles an hour. On 
the U nited States railways the yuickest run ap- 
pears to be that made between Jersey City and 
Phritadeiphie, © miles, made at the rate 
of 479; miles an hour. There is not in the worid 
a train timed to run at d miles an hour, although 
it is, of course, certain that that velocity is often 
exceeded. If a speed of 60 miles an hour could 
be maintained continually between London and 
Edinburg, the journey would occupy only 6 
hours 30 minutes; and, allowing for three stops 
or Ww ieder each on the route, the time would 
be under 7% hours, lustead of % hours. Se far 
as the machrnery of arailway is concerned—by 
which we mean the road, the rofling-stuck, and 
the sicnais—there is nothing to prevent an av- 
erage speed of © mites an bour being main 
tained.
